rather than executing a role. This desigi appeals to be the earliest forerunner of a new

com image gives a ^impse of this memor able fi^ it is also clear that tlie encovaitei 
IS im a ^natively condensed N otably the ndei pomtmg a long lance towards one of the 
elephant nders is exactly m the guise of Alexander die Great as idiownm the famous 
Alexander Mosaic from Herculaneum The mosaic image pro\ides a combmed view 
of at least two earher battles of the Macedonian king: Granikos andlssos Since these 
battles took {dace ei^ and seven years earlier than the battle at river Hydaspes it is 
quite possible that the painting that was to become the model foi tlie Roman mosaic 
was alieacfy m existence when the engrai'^er of the Poros Coins started to compose 
the dies The resemblance of the images is certainly not a pure comcidence the king 
on horseback (we may assume die rider of the com image is thou^ to be Alexander 
himself) attacking his opponent who is already put to fiiglit de^te commanding a 
more massive vehicle than a horse (an elepliant on the com, a quadnga on the mosaic 
or painting respectively) While we know from wntten sources tiiat Alexander had 
looked for, and attacked die Persian king Darius III himself during the batdes at nver 
Granikos and at Issos, a similar event is not known from the batde at river Hydaspes. 
Rather the opposite while crossing the nver with a party of cavalrymen Alexander 
was attacked by Poios’ son and eventually lost las beloved lioise Bucephalus No 
elephants are mentioned foi tins incident, and it is not even clear whetiier the cavalry 
participated m Alexander’s attack onPoios’ elephant line In a word fhe comimage is 
an artistic construct rather tiian a realistic snapsliot of an event on the battiefield At the 
same time, the rendering of details, thou^ often bluned by the weak stnkmg of tiiese 
coins, IS admirably exact: the exotic dress of the elephant riders aswell as die elephant 
itself are drawn with a shaip eye Only when it came to pioportions did the engia\’^ei 
make some concessions to the idealistic traditions of Greek art: the elephant riders 
aie too large compared to their mount, as are the riders of the Paitlienon Frieze The 
reverse image mig^it also reflect famous images from other gem es of art the statue of 
Alexander lioldmg a lance that was created by the sculptor Lysippos, and the portrait 
of Alexander holding a thunderbolt painted by Apelles Since no exact rephcas of 
these works (e^ecially of the pamtmglare extant, we must rely iqion iviitten sources 
here Accoiding to the ancient Greek '•writer Plutarch, botii the poihaits were meant to 
express Alexander’s almost siyeihuman status Lysippos’ statue diiqilayed the king 
looking rewards whde resting on a lance. An epi^am attached to die statue expressed 
Alexander’s claims to rule on earth whde Zeus should keep Mount Olympus The 
ruler nvals the king of the gods* Apelles’ painting even showed the king lioldmg 
one of Zeus’ attributes, the thunderbolt, thus the king virtually puts lumself m the 
place of Zeus Features of both of these portraits can be found in die com image, 
others are omitted lihe the turn of Alexander’s head (something diat was said to be 
cliaracteristic fot him, and was taken vp by Ins poitraitists) On tiie com, Alexander 
turns his head to show his pi ofile but does not keep it twisted as the sour ces relate Tins 
IS certainly owing to his weaimg a helmet, a ^ecial feature tliat was not mcludedmthe 
two portraits mentioned The helmet has an extraordinary shape, witii a long top bent 
forward like "with a Plny^an cap Thus this helmet type is called ‘Phrypan’ by modern 
scholars, althou^ its provenance is not clear In Greek art the same helmet type was 
used for charactenzir^ the hero Perseus who was thou^ to be the ancestor of the 
Persians It may well be that the com image borrows a feature from anotiier portrait of 
Alexander that is not known by our sources: Alexander m the costume of Perseus In 
reflecting rather than copying contemporai'y works of art the images of the Poros five 
shekel piece prove to be much more sophisticated tiian contemporary com images As 
a result may assume die die en^aver had access to die most promment portraits 
of Alexander, he perhaps even discussed diem witii their creators, and was certainly 
commissioned to create images on the same hi^ level Fuidiermore, he was equal 
to the task.
